Since 1933, when the screwworm 
fly

isolated, 
attempts 
have 
been made to control its disastrous 
annual attacks on U.S. and Texas 
livestock. 
First control methods were to 
treat 
already-infected 
wounds, 
a 
time-consuming process for ranch­ 
ers 
who 
frequently 
found 
their 
entire calf crop infected before their 
navel cords could dry. 
In the late ’50s, a process was 
studied wherein male flies could be 
sterilized on large scale through 
radiation, then released to mate 
with 
fertile 
females. 
Since 
the 
female screwworm fly mates only 
once in her life cycle, any eggs laid 
after mating with a sterile male 
would never hatch. 
First attempts at sterilizing and 
distributing 
flies 
were 
made 
in 
Florida. Dramatic successes there 
caused the program to be brought 
to Texas in 1962. 
Since 
that 
time, 
through 
the 
continuing drops of sterile males in 
grid patterns along the U.S. and 
Mexico border, the pest has been 
controlled to a large extent. 
True, the program’s worst enemy 
is a warm, moist winter in the 
prime breeding 
areas in 
central 
Mexico. When this occurs, screw­ 
worm infestations mount up as the 
flies migrate northward into Texas. 
But the success story of 
the 
program <jhow<! in the all-time low 
of 153 cases in the U.S. in 1970, 
and only 14,976 cases last year. 
In 1962 when the program began, 
50,850 cases were reported. 
Hopefully, 
the 
same 
success 
story can be repeated in Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands. 
When it is, it will be thanks in

art to the Alamo Wing, and one 
londoan can share the credit.

1842, 
occurred long after San 
Jacinto when a 1,300-man 
Mexican army under Gen­ 
eral Adrian Well attacked 
San Antonio. The army 
cut 
a 
164-mile 
road 
through the Texas wilder­ 
ness from Presidio del Rio 
Grande to San Antonio, 
and launched a successful 
surprise 
attack 
on 
the 
town. Taking many prison­ 
ers, they fought 
several 
skirmishes before heading 
back toward Mexico. 
Col. Matthew Caldwell 
commanded a band of 500 
Texans, 
including 
Big 
Foot Wallace, Capt. Jack 
Hays 
and 
his 
Texas 
Rangers, and Cols. 
Ben 
and 
Henry 
McCullough. 
The Texas force pursued 
Woll to the Hondo Creek, 
where 
Woll 
turn I'd 
to 
fight. 
Hays 
was 
ordered 
to 
attack the army by Cald­ 
well. After charging ahead, 
Hays was unaware that 
after Hays charged ahead, 
Caldwell's 
superior, 
a 
Colonel Moore, arrived and 
ordered a defense position 
built 
Caldwell 
obeyed 


Moore 
and 
recalled 
a 
group of volunteers who 
wanted to go in and help 
Hays and 
the 
Rangers. 
Greatly outnumbered and 
with heavy casualties, the 
Rangers later were forced 
to 
retreat, 
and 
Woll 
escaped to Mexico with no 
further 
pursuit by 
the 
Texans. 
This decisive battle led 
to

Expedition, with its tragic 
“drawing of beans".

Ever take binoculars with you on a 
fishing trip? No, I don’t mean a hunt­ 
ing trip— I mean fishing. 
Most everybody takes a pair of bi­ 
noculars when hunting deer and other 
big game— but very few use the™ 
while fishing, unless it be in the Gull 
of Mexico. Even there the use is rare. 
We highly recommend binoculars to 
an g lers— even if they have keen eyes 
and can spot fish feeding, see a school 
of minnows swimming, or shad jump­ 
ing 
from quite some distance away. 
Most of us can use that extra boost 
that binoculars give to vision while 
fishing, even more than in hunting. 
In hunting you look for the anima 
itself, but in fishing you’re seeking 
“signs” of fish—evidence that they 
are in the area even though out ol 
your sight. You look for movement 
on the water, or of the water,.as wel 
as activities of the live food that fish 


see ic. 
Birds circling are a definite sign of 
:rood directly below them. Quite often 
it proves to be a school of whites 
chasing shad, but black bass can be 
ocated the same way. 
A heron standing statue-still in the 
shallow waters of a gulf bay, close to 
shore or perched atop a submerged 
rock in deep water, means (if it 
there any length of time) that there 
are small fish nearby. And where 
small fish are, big fish soon will be­ 
come feeding time. 
A reliable dealer can guide you in 
selecting the right binoculars. Mainly 
it’s a matter of personal preference as 
to quality, power and weight. 
One thing for sure— a sharp pair of 
binoculars can, quite often, increase 
your fishing success immeasurably. 
Try ’em— you’ll like 'em.
